Tlio (icad jirc: Mrs. Isa.i'- Rlii-a, Na-thville, Tenn., 
wile of tilt' |iri'si(l»'iit of tlif 'IVuiK'.sstH' Kiver Packet com- 
)iaii> , iiwiMTs nf tlic stoaiiu'r, and .Mi.'^s Aiiue Rhea; S. C. Bak- 
er, first clerk; Miss Frances Harris, of Naahville; Mra. 
Archie Patterson and five-year-old son, of Naahyille; W. J. 
I'i. k.'t, St. Louis; FowUt I'ost, Pailu<-uli; Miss I.eim Wall, 
-Vaslivilie; tlie jnirter, caljiii l)oy and two rou.stabouts. The 
steuiiier left St. Louis at 7 n'ciofk with 27 passengers and a 
crew of The departure was danjjerous because of high- 
water and drift vood. 

Naar Spring Park the boat veered to shoreward despite 
the efforts to keep her in tbe middle. She turned complete- 
ly jiioiind, struck a mck and caiccticd. She Bank quickly, 
in 20 feet of water. Mo.st of the posuengers were in their 
bertlis at the time of the crash. An attempt to throw ont 
the stage plank was fruitless, trees prevaited it.

"tlie crew rcassureil us if we would take time all might he 
sjivt'd. I diihi't go on the plank, but many of the women 
did. S<i tar .-i^ I can remember, all the women who did were 
drowned. All this time the boat was steadily sinking. Sud- 
denly it careened and seemed to turn over.' As it did tha 
plank gave a sudden twist, hurling those on it into the 
swirling current of water. After the boat settled many of us 
were rescued hy iiiciiiliers of t!ie itcw. Some oaogllt 
pieces of wreckage and driftwood to supiHyrt them." 

The ('ity of Saltillo was valued at $4U,()(X) and is a eom- 
]ilete I0S.S. She was built at JeflferstmviUe, Ind. Sha amled 
a cargo worth $100,000. 

Wheu the news of the dis.ister reached this city, score.s 
of relief automobiles and a train were dispatched to the 
scene. 

One of the heroes of the disaster waa William Bambart, 
of St. Jjouis, who with bis mother, two sisters and nurse, 
was tiirown in the river. Harnhart saved the members of 
the party and dragged many others to safety. He cried
